The  district  is  a  rural  one  comprising  19  parishes  and  consisting 
almost  entirely  of  grazing  land.  It  is  situated  in  and  around  the 
Welland  valley  in  the  County  of  Northamptonshire  ;  it  is  an  essentially 
healthy  district. 

Vital  Statistics  :  The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  is  slightly 
below  the  average  this  year,  50  as  compared  with  64  last  year  and 
55-6  the  average  for  the  previous  5  years.  There  have  been  51  births, 
(including  3  illegitiment  births,)  which  is  the  lowest  number  for  many 
years,  the  average  for  the  previous  5  years  is  70.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  is  again  very  low  only  two  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  old 
have  died  giving  a  rate,  per  1000  births,  of  40.

(d)  Professional  Nursing.  There  are  four  district  nursing 
associations  in  the  area  each  employing  one  nurse-midwife.  They  are 
managed  by  voluntary  committees  and  expenses  are  paid  by  subscrip¬ 
tions,  they  receive  no  subsidy.  No  special  nurses  for  infectious 
diseases  were  engaged  during  the  year. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

(t)  Water.  'The  district  is  supplied  by  public  and  private  wells 
and  pumps.  There  was  no  complaint  of  shortage  during  the  year. 
The  water  has  no  special  plumbo-solvent  action.  Improvements  in 
the  public  water  supply  have  been  made  at  East  Farndon,  Welford, 
and  Stoke  Albany.  The  samples  examined  from  public  wells  have  all 
been  satisfactory. 
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(2)  River  and  stream  pollution.  None. 

(3)  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  whole  area  is  now  provided 
with  efficient  drainage  systems,  septic  tanks  and  filters.  Large  im¬ 
provements  have  been  made  at  Wilbarston  ;  new  sections  of  sewers 
have  also  been  laid  at  Stoke  Albany  and  Kelmarsh. 

(4)  Closet  accommodation.  There  are  still  a  large  number  of 
earth  closets  in  the  district  but  these  are  gradually  being  replaced  by 
water  flushed  systeius,  13  such  conversions  have  been  made  this  year, 

(5)  Scavenging.  Refuse  has  generally  been  disposed  of  by 
householders  but  this  year  scavenging  has  been  initated  in  the  parishes 
of  Welford,  Sibbertoft,  Clipston  and  East  Farndon.

(d)  Food  Poisoning  :  No  epidemic  of  food  poisoning  has  occured. 
Infectious  Diseases. 

There  has  not  been  a  great  deal  of  infectious  disease  this  year, 
viz  :  7  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  one  each  of  Small-pox  and  Diphtheria, 
two  of  Erysipelas  and  four  of  Pneumonia  as  well  as  an  epidemic  of 
Mumps.  Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  provided  by  the  Sanitary  authority 
and  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  at  private  laboratories  by 
arrangement.  The  Schick  and  Dick  tests  have  not  been  in  use.  There 
was  a  large  epidemic  of  a  mild  type  of  Small-pox  in  a  neighbouring 
Urban  District  but  only  one  case  was  imported  and  no  further  cases 
occurred.  A  large  number  of  vaccinations  were  performed  by  private 
doctors  and  public  vaccinators  but  none  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
health  in  his  official  capacity.  Disinfection  of  infected  houses  and 
clothing  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  on  cessation  of 
infection.

GENERAL. — During  the  year  792  inspections  and  re-inspections  were  made,  with  174  housing  inspections.  Scavenging  has  been 

carried  out  at  Farndon,  Welford,  Sibbertoft  and  Clipston.  Six  houses  are  being  erected  at  Wilbarston  under  the 
1924  Act.  Three  houses  are  occupied.  Nine  houses  have  been  erected  under  the  subsidy  clause  by  private  owners. 
The  number  registered  under  the  Cowsheds  Orders  is  now  49,  and  all  buildings  are  in  order.  i  3  privies  have  been 
converted  to  water-flushed  closets  and  connected  with  the  sewers.  The  overcrowding  case  at  Oxendon  was  abated 
at  once.  All  buildings  were  disinfected  after  infection  cases.  Sewer  outfall  provision  is  now  equal  to  the  demand, 
and  are  regularly  attended  to.  As  Meat  Inspector  I  have  inspected  all  meat  supplies  and  certified  accordingly.
